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COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION  WORK,  1922. 


This  is  the  eighth  annual  report  on  cooperative  extension  work  in 
agriculture  and  home  economics  organized  under  the  act  of  Congress 
of  May  8,  1914  (Smith-Lever  Act),  and  similar  work  conducted  under 
cooperative  arrangements  between  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  State  agricultural  colleges,  and  local  organizations. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  extension  work  in  1922  was  carried  on  as  in  previous  years 
under  the  joint  supervision  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  State  agricultural  colleges  cooperating  with 
local  organizations  within  the  counties.  It  was  administered  for  the 
department  through  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work  in 
the  States  Relations  Service. 

PERSONNEL. 

On  June  30,  1922,  there  were  5,500  persons  employed  in  the  coopera¬ 
tive  extension  service.  Of  these,  2,271  white  and  162  negro  agents 
were  engaged  in  county  agent  work,  2,286  of  them  having  permanent 
headquarters  in  the  counties;  865  white  and  110  negro  agents  were 
employed  in  home  demonstration  work,  853  being  permanently 
located  in  the  counties;  and  328  white  agents  were  engaged  in  boys’ 
and  girls’  club  work,  208  being  permanently  located  in  the  counties. 
In  addition,  there  were  802  extension  specialists  in  the  various 
branches  of  agriculture  and  home  economics  who  did  work  throughout 
the  States.  There  were  also  other  workers  with  college  or  district 
headquarters  who  aided  the  county  agents  and  did  much  work  in 
counties  where  there  were  no  permanent  county  agents. 

FUNDS. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  cooperative  extension  work  in  1922 
aggregated  $17,181,750,  of  which  sum  the  Federal  Government 
contributed  $5,510,349  under  the  provisions  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act 
and  supplementary  act,  $1,007,264  through  direct  appropriation  to 
the  department  for  farmers’  cooperative  demonstration  work,  and 
$209,541  through  funds  appropriated  to  the  different  bureaus  of  the 
department  for  extension  work,  making  a  total  contributed  by  the 
Federal  Government  of  $6,727,154.  The  remaining  $10,454,596  was 
derived  from  sources  within  the  States,  including  $4,715,382  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  State  legislatures  or  allotted  by  the  agricultural 
colleges,  $4,685,415  provided  by  county  authorities,  and  $1,053,799 
derived  from  other  miscellaneous  sources  within  the  counties. 

More  than  half  of  the  total  funds  appropriated,  or  $8,946,340,  was 
spent  for  county  agricultural  agent  work,  $2,400,790  for  home 
demonstration  work,  $1,054,389  for  boys’  and  girls’  club  work, 
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SI,  159, 074  for  administration,  and  $408,983  for  printing  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  publications.  In  addition  $3,212,174  was  spent  for  the 
salary  and  expense  of  State  subject-matter  specialists  to  assist  the 
county  agents  in  the  more  difficult  problems  of  agriculture  and  home 
making  and  in  introducing  improved  methods  of  conducting  extension 
work.  Of  this  sum,  $906,118  was  spent  for  livestock  improvement, 
$1,000,297  for  crop  improvement,  $128,178  for  agricultural  engi¬ 
neering  work,  $152,624  for  farm  management  work,  $225,505  for 
the  improvement  of  marketing  conditions,  $470,378  for  home  eco¬ 
nomics  work,  $134,512  for  extension  schools,  and  $194,562  for  other 
subject-matter  extension  specialists. 

LINES  OF  WORK. 

Extension  agents  throughout  the  country  meet  a  large  variety  of 
demands  for  assistance  in  solving  problems  arising  in  the  activities 
of  the  farm  and  farm  home.  Of  the  2,209  reports  of  county  agricul¬ 
tural  agents  received,  1,200  or  more  indicated  some  work  in  connection 
with  the  following  topics:  Corn,  fertilizers,  orchards,  poultry,  se¬ 
curing  purebred  sires,  improving  rations  for  livestock,  remodeling 
or  construction  of  farm  buildings,  and  aiding  of  farmers  with  reference 
to  buying  and  selling  farm  produce  and  supplies.  Between  800  and 
1,200  of  the  reports  indicated  extension  activities  in  connection  with 
wheat,  oats,  potatoes,  alfalfa,  soybeans,  clover,  securing  registered 
beef  cattle,  modification  of  cropping  systems,  and  improvement  of 
home  grounds.  Of  the  902  home  demonstration  agents  reporting, 
400  reported  work  carried  on  in  connection  with  canning,  gardening, 
clothing,  tireless  cookers,  rearrangement  of  kitchens,  hot  school 
lunches,  and  poultry,  showing  these  to  be  leading  lines  of  extension 
activity  during  the  year. 

RESULTS. 

County  agent  work. — The  number  of  counties  with  county  agricul¬ 
tural  agents  increased  from  2,043  in  1921  to  2,124  in  1922,  and  the 
number  of  demonstrations  reported  in  1922  was  276,455  or  125  per 
agent.  The  reports  of  the  county  agricultural  agents  show  that 
during  1922,  2,500,000  persons  modified  their  method  of  growing 
crops  or  caring  for  their  livestock  as  a  result  of  extension  work. 

Home  demonstration  work. — The  number  of  counties  with  home 
demonstration  agents  increased  from  699  in  1921  to  801  in  1922,  and 
the  number  of  demonstrations  reported  in  1922  was  251,295  or  278 
per  agent  reporting.  The  number  of  new  or  improved  home  practices 
reported  as  adopted  was  836,878. 

Boys'  and  girls'  club  work.  —Similarly,  the  work  with  boys  and  girls 
showed  that  it  increased  in  efficiency  in  1922.  The  total  enrollment 
of  boys  and  girls,  which  was  approximately  500,000  in  1921,  increased 
to  600,000  in  1922.  The  number  of  boys  and  girls  completing  the 
club  requirements  in  1922  was  358,000  or  60  per  cent  of  the  total. 
The  value  of  their  products  amounted  to  nearly  $9,000,000. 

CROP  PRODUCTION. 

The  total  number  of  demonstrations  relating  to  crops  in  1922  was 
158,208,  and  the  number  of  farmers  adopting  improved  crop  practices 
was  1,293,999. 
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In  1922,  seed  corn  of  high-yielding  quality  was  secured  on  27,316 
farms,  seed  wheat  on  24,278,  seed  oats  on  14,392,  seed  cotton  on 
27,198,  and  seed  potatoes  on  43,351.  This  means  that  in  an  average 
county  with  a  county  agricultural  agent,  23  farmers  obtained  im¬ 
proved  seed  corn;  25,  wheat;  20,  oats;  63,  cotton;  and  45,  seed  po¬ 
tatoes. 

Corn.r- One  of  the  principal  types  of  demonstrations  dealt  with 
corn.  The  number  of  demonstrations  in  corn  production  increased 
from  9,800  in  1921  to  13,150  in  1922.  Through  the  influence  of  these 
demonstrations,  27,316  farmers  purchased  120,000  bushels  of  im¬ 
proved  seed  corn,  and  48,000  farmers  tested  170,000  bushels  before 
planting.  In  the  fall,  108,000  farmers  selected  their  own  seed  corn, 
amounting  to  570,000  bushels,  and  6,875  farmers  produced  325,000 
bushels  of  improved  seed  corn  for  sale.  The  work  of  agents  during 
the  year  influenced  270,000  farmers  to  follow  improved  methods  of 
corn  production. 

In  addition,  33,130  boys  were  enrolled  in  corn  clubs,  of  whom 
16,340  completed  the  work.  Aside  from  the  convincing  demonstra¬ 
tion  offered  by  the  23,000  acres  of  corn  grown,  the  club  members 
themselves  were  trained  in  better  farm  practices  and  were  encouraged 
to  look  forward  to  better  farming  as  a  promising  means  of  livelihood. 
In  estimating  the  results  of  club  work,  not  only  the  crops  that  are 
grown  but  the  fact  that  club  members  soon  become  farmers  or  farmers’ 
wives  must  be  taken  into  account. 

Wheat. — The  results  of  extension  work  with  wheat  were  similar  to 
results  with  corn.  The  number  of  demonstrations  in  wheat  growing 
increased  from  5,100  in  1921  to  7,468  in  1922.  Farmers  treated 
1,235,000  bushels  of  seed  wheat  for  smut.  Through  extension 
influence,  24,000  farmers  purchased  607,000  bushels  of  high-yielding 
seed  wheat,  while  7,875  farmers  offered  for  sale  1,385,000  bushels  of 
improved  seed  which  they  had  grown. 

In  the  wheat-producing  areas,  campaigns  were  instituted  to  clear 
the  land  of  grasshoppers  and  other  insect  pests,  in  which  69,000 
farmers  cooperated,  clearing  2,700,000  acres  of  such  pests. 

Oats. — In  work  relating  to  oats,  830  county  agents  reported  that 
5,519  demonstrations  were  completed  by  farmers  during  1922. 
This  is  an  increase  of  719  over  1921.  Through  extension  influence, 
farmers  treated  750,000  bushels  of  oats  for  smut  prevention.  There 
were  3,850  farmers  reported  as  producing  780,000  bushels  of  im¬ 
proved  seed  for  sale,  and  14,400  farmers  as  purchasing  385,000 
bushels.  Improved  methods  in  growing  oats  were  adopted  by 
70,000  farmers  as  a  result  of  extension  influence. 

Comparable  results  were  obtained  in  work  with  barley  and  rye,  and 
extension  agents  aided  in  the  introduction  and  successful  growing  of  a 
number  of  field  crops,  such  as  sunflowers,  kafir,  sorghum,  and  feterita.. 

Cotton. — During  1922,  11,300  cotton-production  demonstrations 
were  carried  on,  as  contrasted  with  4,100  during  1921.  These 
demonstrations  were  observed  by  38,250  farmers,  who  put  the 
improved  methods  demonstrated  into  practice  on  more  than  615,000 
acres. 

Extension  influence  caused  10,500  farmers  to  select  seed  from  the 
best  plants  in  their  fields  as  seed  stock  for  the  next  year,  8,250  farmers 
to  plant  selected  seed  on  195,000  acres,  4,025  farmers  to  produce  for 
sale  11,230,000  pounds  of  improved  seed  cotton,  and  27,000  farmers 
to  purchase  8,350,000  pounds  of  improved  seed.  In  addition, 
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extension  agents  enrolled  4,115  farm  boys  in  the  junior  cotton  clubs. 
Of  these,  1,820  reported  the  value  of  crops  from  their  3,390  acres  as 
$137,000. 

Hay  and  forage. — Next  to  corn,  hay  is  one  of  the  more  universally 
grown  crops.  Farmers  generally  continued  to  be  interested  in  the 
introduction  and  growing  of  legumes  and  better  varieties  of  hay  and 
forage.  During  the  year,  4,665  cooperative  alfalfa  demonstrations 
were  conducted,  8,085  soybean  demonstrations;  2,085  velvet-bean 
demonstrations,  4,105  cowpea  demonstrations;  1,325  crimson-clover 
demonstrations;  and  3,835  sweet-clover  demonstrations.  As  a 
result  of  these  activities,  38,300  farmers  either  grew  alfalfa  for  the 
first  time  or  improved  their  methods;  56,880,  soybeans;  16,375, 
velvet  beans;  23,400,  cowpeas;  10,840,  crimson  clover;  and  20,250, 
sweet  clover.  Approximately  250,000  farmers  were  reported  as 
modifying  their  practices  in  growing  legumes  or  other  forage  crops. 

Potatoes. — County  agents  aided  farmers  in  improving  the  quality 
of  their  seed  potatoes,  and  making  good  seed  available  for  planting. 
In  1922,  7,880  farmers  produced  2,260,000  bushels  of  improved  seed 
potatoes  for  sale,  and  43,350  farmers  purchased  922,000  bushels  of 
such  seed  to  plant. 

During  the  year,  935  county  agents  conducted  11,600  demonstra¬ 
tions  in  improved  methods  of  treating  seed,  spraying  and  grow¬ 
ing  potatoes,  with  the  result  that  farmers  planted  236,000  acres 
with  treated  seed  and  sprayed  153,000  acres.  Through  extension 
influence,  141,000  farmers  either  began  growing  potatoes  or  improved 
their  practices  in  potato  growing.  Five  hundred  and  fifteen  agents 
reported  that  they  conducted  5,812  sweet-potato  demonstrations, 
and  that  19,500  fanners  improved  their  methods  of  sweet-potato 
culture. 

Soils  and  fertilizers. —  County  agents  reported  that  they  conducted 
15,235  fertilizer  demonstrations  and  that  213,100  farmers  followed 
their  advice  regarding  the  use  of  commercial  fertilizer  in  maintaining 
and  building  up  soil  fertility,  or  as  to  the  most  economical  and 
effective  means  of  application.  Lime  demonstrations  numbering 
4,035  were  held,  with  the  result  that  48,000  farmers  used  630,000  tons 
of  lime  according  to  the  methods  advocated  by  the  agents.  In 
addition,  in  order  to  maintain  and  improve  the  soil  conditions,  3,750 
drainage  s}rstems,  involving  575,000  acres,  and  29,000  pieces  of  ter¬ 
racing,  involving  545,000  acres,  were  carried  out  according  to  the 
methods  outlined  by  the  extension  forces. 

Orchards. — In  1922,  farmers  cooperated  with  extension  agents  in 
19,000  demonstrations  of  improved  methods  of  pruning  and  spraying 
orchards.  More  than  37,000  farmers  were  reported  as  spraying 
trees  on  296,000  acres,  and  40,300  farmers  as  pruning  trees  on  214,000 
acres  according  to  the  methods  demonstrated. 

ANIMAL  PRODUCTION. 

The  number  of  demonstrations  with  livestock,  including  dairy  and 
beef  cattle,  sheep,  and  swine,  carried  on  by  farmers  and  farm  women 
in  cooperation  with  extension  agents  increased  from  21,700  in  1921 
to  66,000  in  1922.  The  number  of  demonstrations  with  poultry 
increased  from  31,200  to  59,833. 

Better  sires. — The  introduction  of  better  stock,  particularly  of 
purebred  sires,  was  stressed  in  1922.  Extension  agents  influenced 
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farmers  to  secure  7,800  purebred  dairy  bulls,  15,000  purebred  dairy 
cows,  7,500  purebred  beef  bulls,  6,700  purebred  beef  cows,  14,900 
purebred  boars,  40,750  purebred  sows,  3,300  purebred  rams,  and 
6,200  purebred  ewes. 

The  “Better  Sires— Better  Stock”  campaign,  started  in  1919  by 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  cooperation  with  extension 
workers,  continued  to  show  progress.  On  December  31,  1922,  there 
were  8,925  farmers  who  enrolled  150,000  cattle,  105,000  sheep, 
87,000  swine,  and  18,000  horses.  In  the  campaign,  720,000  head  of 
standard  poultry  were  also  enrolled. 

Activities  in  connection  with  the  organization  of  cooperative 
bull  associations  were  continued,  with  the  result  that  there  were 
during  the  past  year  190  of  these  associations  in  active  operation 
with  a  membership  of  6,102  farmers  using  857  purebred  bulls  in 
herds  composed  ol  7,123  purebred  cows  and  33,546  other  cows. 

Club  work  with  livestock. — The  boys  and  girls  continued  their 
interest  in  the  livestock-improvement  program,  with  the  result 
that  nearly  60,000  club  members  were  enrolled  in  pig  clubs,  more 
than  10,000  in  dairy  clubs,  and  more  than  5,000  in  beef  clubs.  The 
wrnrk  with  swine  shows  how  boys’  and  girls’  club  work  was  used  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  farmers  better  practices  in  swine  produc¬ 
tion.  In  the  pig  clubs  organized  for  pork  production  or  breeding 
purposes,  24,648  members  reported  raising  45,629  head  of  purebred 
stock.  In  the  sow  and  litter  clubs,  7,751  boys  reported  growing 
49,507  head  of  purebred  stock. 

Cow-testing  associations . — In  dealing  with  dairy  production,  the 
organization  of  farmers  into  cow-testing  associations  to  secure  a 
more  profitable  output  continued  to  prove  most  effective.  The 
popularity  and  effectiveness  of  this  form  of  extension  work  is  better 
realized  in  the  light  of  reports  for  1922,  which  show  an  increase  of 
more  than  50  associations  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  513  active  associations  with  a  membership  of  12,508 
farmers  and  216,875  cows. 

Feeding. — Since  the  larger  part  of  the  crops  produced  on  our  farms 
is  fed  to  livestock,  farmers  welcome  suggestions  looking  toward  the 
more  profitable  use  of  such  crops.  Farmers  cooperated  with  1,000 
agents  and  were  influenced  to  change  methods  of  feeding  beef  and 
dairy  cattle.  Seven  hundred  and  eight  county  agents  reported 
that  they  carried  on  demonstrations  in  feeding  swine  on  21,000 
farms,  and  27,600  farmers  adopted  new  methods  of  hog  feeding. 

Disease  control. — The  average  annual  loss  of  livestock  from  dis¬ 
eases  and  exposure  amounts  to  from  2,500,000  to  3,000,000  head. 
The  magnitude  of  this  figure  indicates  the  need  of  the  farmer  for 
extension  aid  in  solving  this  problem. 

Assistance  was  rendered  by  extension  agents  in  cooperation  with 
local  veterinarians  and  Federal  and  State  authorities  in  effecting 
the  control  of  livestock  diseases.  In  1922,  1,530,000  head  of  cattle 
were  tested  for  tuberculosis,  440,000  head  of  cattle  were  vaccinated 
to  prevent  blackleg,  and  980,000  hogs  were  immunized  against  cholera. 
During  1922,  more  than  4,000,000  animals  were  tested  or  treated  in 
disease  eradication  or  control  upon  the  advice  of  extension  agents  or 
as  a  result  of  previous  demonstrations.  This  is  an  increase  of  more 
than  50,000  over  1921. 
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Poultry — The  work  with  poultry  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
popular  iines  of  extension  work,  and  reports  from  2,220  agents  show 
that  such  work  was  carried  on  in  more  than  16,000  communities. 
Altogether,  more  than  59,000  demonstrations  were  given  during 
1922,  and  more  than  300,000  families  put  into  effect  better  poultry 
practices  under  the  direction  of  the  extension  agents,  as  contrasted 
with  31,000  demonstrations  held,  and  260,000  families  influenced  in 
1921.  As  a  part  of  the  poultry  work,  55,000  farmers  are  reported 
as  culling  3,600,000  chickens,  of  which  1,025,000  were  eliminated  as 
unprofitable,  representing  a  saving  by  elimination  of  approximately 
$700,000. 

The  club  work  with  poultry  is  another  striking  example  of  the 
possibility  of  improving  poultry  practices  through  the  agency  of 
boys’  and  girls’  club  work.  In  1922,  80,000  club  members  were 
enrolled,  of  whom  44,675  reported  having  grown  942,156  birds 
according  to  methods  advocated  by  extension  agents. 

RODENT-PEST  CONTROL. 

In  the  Rocky  Mountain  States,  and  those  bordering  on  them, 
farmers  have  suffered  large  losses  because  of  destruction  of  crops 
and  range  grasses  by  certain  rodents.  In  1922,  105,000  farmers 
and  stockmen  joined  in  an  organized  effort  to  control  these  pests 
and  2,016,000  pounds  of  poison  bait  were  used  over  an  area  of 
17,678,000  acres  of  first-treatment  work,  and  more  than  8,000,000 
acres  which  were  treated  again  to  complete  eradication. 

FARM  BUSINESS. 

During  the  past  year,  the  county  agents  have  been  active  in  aiding 
farmers  to  readjust  their  farm  enterprises  along  more  profitable  lines. 
During  the  year,  county  agents  distributed  43,000  record  books,  and 
aided  20,000  farmers  in  analyzing  their  records  and  in  keeping  cost 
accounts  of  farm  enterprises.  As  a  result  of  the  work  with  the  record 
books  and  a  general  survey  of  the  farms,  36,000  farmers  changed  their 
crop  and  livestock  systems. 

Aiding  the  farmer  in  organizing  various  associations  for  buying 
farm  supplies  and  selling  their  products  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
popular  activities  of  the  agents.  The  amount  of  business  transacted 
by  associations  and  individuals  to  whom  county  agricultural  agents 
gave  information  and  helpful  suggestions  during  1922  or  in  previous 
years,  was  $255,000,000,  with  a  saving  to  the  farmers  of  approximately 
$17,550,000.  This  saving  is  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  entire  cost  of 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  county  extension  agents  and  their 
supervising  officers. 

FARM-HOME  ACTIVITIES. 

Farm  homes. — According  to  reports  received  from  902  home 
demonstration  agents,  410,000  women  enrolled  as  demonstrators  in 
the  various  home  projects  during  1922,  of  whom  251,000  completed 
their  work.  This  is  an  increase  of  160,000  in  the  number  of  demon¬ 
strators.  More  than  924,000  women  were  also  reported  as  modifying 
their  home  practices  as  a  result  of  extension  influence. 

Food. — The  number  of  demonstrations  in  gardening  in  1922  was 
27,000,  and  200,000  farm  gardens  were  established  or  practices 
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modified.  The  records  also  show  continued  interest  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  home  orchard  in  order  to  provide  the  farm  family  with 
plenty  of  fruit  for  its  diet.  The  interest  in  conserving  fruit,  vegeta¬ 
bles,  and  meat  continued,  with  the  result  that  14,000,000  quarts  of 
fruit  and  vegetables  were  preserved  in  1922,  as  compared  with  9,545,000 
quarts  in  1921.  In  addition,  1,402,371  pounds  of  sausage,  12,000,000 
pounds  of  pork,  2,000,000  pounds  of  lard,  and  940,000  pounds  of  beef 
were  put  up  according  to  the  methods  advocated  by  the  extension 
agents. 

Seventy-eight  thousand  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  in  food- 
preservation  clubs,  of  which  number  47,000  completed  their  work 
and  reported  3,000,000  quarts  of  fruits  and  vegetables  preserved. 
In  garden  clubs,  71,200  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled,  with  45,400 
completing.  Garden  products  raised  were  valued  at  $470,000. 
Thirty-six  thousand  girls  and  boys  were  enrolled  in  baking  clubs, 
and  tbe  23,800  completing  reported  making  416,000  loaves  of  bread. 

The  use  of  milk  in  the  diet  of  the  farm  family  continues  to  be  of 
primary  importance.  In  1922,  5,200  schools  introduced  hot  lunches 
or  milk,  with  the  result  that  300,000  school  children  were  benefited. 

In  order  to  add  to  the  income  of  farm  women,  home  demon¬ 
stration  agents  gave  instruction  to  36,200  farm  women  in  improved 
methods  of  caring  for  dairy  products,  with  the  result  that  3,200,000 
pounds  of  butter  were  made  according  to  instructions,  of  which 
1,260,000  pounds  were  sold  at  a  price  considerably  above  that  re¬ 
ceived  for  ordinary  country  butter.  In  addition  500,000  gallons  of 
cream  and  2,200,000  gallons  of  sweet  milk  and  buttermilk  were  dis¬ 
posed  of  at  satisfactory  prices. 

Clothing.— The  work  with  clothing  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
popular  projects  which  are  being  adopted  by  farm  women.  During 
1922,  50,000  women  and  78,700  girls  cooperated  with  home  demon¬ 
stration  agents  in  conducting  demonstrations  in  making  and  re¬ 
modeling  clothing,  with  the  result  that  235,000  women  and  girls 
adopted  new  or  improved  practices  in  designing,  selection  of  materials, 
and  other  phases  of  garment  making.  The  reports  indicate  that 
650,000  garments  were  made  or  remodeled  according  to  the  in¬ 
structions  of  home  demonstration  agents. 

Household  management. — Extension  work  not  only  aids  farm  women 
in  selecting  foods  and  clothing,  but  also  helps  them  to  reorganize  or 
equip  their  homes  so  that  they  can  conduct  their  work  with  the  least 
expenditure  of  energy  and  in  surroundings  that  will  contribute  to 
greater  happiness  and  health.  During  1922,  an  increasing  demand 
was  made  on  the  tune  of  extension  agents  for  assistance  in  planning 
improvements  of  the  home  and  its  surroundings.  As  a  result,  16,782 
demonstrations  were  conducted,  and  the  methods  demonstrated  were 
adopted  in  the  building  or  remodeling  of  5,769  farm  homes,  the 
arrangement  of  10,138  kitchens,  the  installation  of  1,766  water 
systems,  the  purchasing  of  1,887  washing  machines  and  1,426  pressure 
cookers,  the  screening  of  13,433  homes,  the  installation  of  901  septic 
tanks  and  2,316  lighting  systems,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
exterior  surroundings  of  561  farm  homes. 

WORK  WITH  NEGROES. 

During  1922,  28,140  demonstrations  in  improved  crop  and  live¬ 
stock  production  by  negro  farmers  and  56,484  demonstrations  in 
92112—241 - 2 
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home  making  by  negro  farm  women,  were  carried  out  with  the 
assistance  of  negro  extension  agents  and  cooperating  white  agents. 
There  were  also  nearly  80,000  negro  farm  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in 
farm  and  home-making  activities,  the  value  of  the  products  being 
$557,983. 

More  than  14,600  negro  farmers  conducted  demonstrations  on 
105,896  acres  of  land,  under  the  supervision  of  extension  agents,  the 
demonstrations  dealing  principally  with  corn,  cotton,  wheat,  oats, 
cowpeas,  peanuts,  potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  and  tomatoes.  There 
were  11,919  negro  boys  enrolled  in  crop  clubs,  and  5,554  in  livestock 
clubs.  The  total  value  of  the  crops  and  livestock  produced  aggregated 
$362,819. 

The  reports  indicate  that  8,375  poultry  demonstrations  were  con¬ 
ducted,  1,683  purebred  flocks  established,  620  family  cows  secured, 
5,812  farm  homes  remodeled  or  improved,  and  13,218  homes  screened 
against  flies  and  mosquitoes.  In  a  large  number  of  instances,  the 
homes  were  improved  by  establishing  sanitary  privies  and  septic 
tanks,  and  planting  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers.  Treatment  for  the 
common  animal  diseases  was  given  to  1,955  head  of  cattle,  23,753 
swine,  and  686  horses  owned  by  negro  farmers.  Under  extension 
influence,  27,056  home  gardens  were  planted,  7,466  farmers  were 
induced  to  plant  cover  crops  for  soiling  purposes,  and  1,567  farmers 
established  new  pastures  for  livestock. 

Negro  farm  women  and  girls  were  organized  into  1,136  women’s 
clubs  with  an  enrollment  of  18,658,  and  1,767  girls’  clubs  with  an 
enrollment  of  24,098.  Through  these  organizations,  13,978  garden 
demonstrations  and  19,337  canning  demonstrations  were  given.  The 
total  number  of  containers  of  fruit  and  vegetables  canned  was 
1,592,293,  and  1,669,548  pounds  of  meat  were  cured  or  canned. 
Nearly  8,700  farm  or  home  conveniences  were  introduced  into  negro 
farm  homes. 

On  the  whole,  the  work  with  negroes  during  1922  showed  considera¬ 
ble  progress  and  indicated  that  it  is  filling  a  long-felt  need  among 
negro  farming  people. 

FARMERS’  INSTITUTES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1922,  the  extension  divisions 
of  the  State  agricultural  colleges  in  16  States  conducted  2,614  farmers’ 
institutes  which  lasted  3,580  days,  comprising  7,791  sessions,  with  an 
attendance  of  1,099,308.  There  were  employed  734  lecturers,  340  of 
whom  were  regular  employees  of  the  extension  staff,  and  394  from 
outside  sources.  These  institutes  cost  $134,306.01,  of  which  sum 
the  States  appropriated  $94,575.35.  The  remainder,  $39,730.66,  was 
contributed  from  other  sources,  mostly  by  the  farmers  themselves. 
These  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  1,117  in  the 
number  of  sessions,  and  353,651  in  the  attendance. 

The  State  departments  of  agriculture  in  seven  States  conducted 
910  farmers’  institutes  lasting  1,245  days  and  attended  by  479,564 
farmers.  These  institutes  employed  392  lecturers  and  cost  $35,437.05. 

Detailed  information  regarding  farmers’  institutes  conducted  by 
extension  divisions  and  the  State  departments  of  agriculture  in  the 
several  States  is  contained  in  the  tables  on  page  10. 
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SUMMARY. 

Substantial  and  consistent  progress  in  serving  the  interests  of  the 
American  farm  family  was  made  in  1922,  through  the  cooperative 
extension  work  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  State  agricultural  colleges.  Profitable  farm  production  was 
developed  through  extension  contacts  with  2,500,000  farmers; 
living  conditions  in  nearly  1,000,000  farm  homes  were  made  increas¬ 
ingly  satisfying;  and  600,000  farm  boys  and  girls  were  enlisted, 
through  club  work,  in  active  enthusiastic  participation  in  productive 
farm  and  home  activities.  The  influence  of  the  work,  generally,  was 
much  extended  through  the  increased  effort  given  by  extension  agents 
to  securing  the  cooperation  of  all  members  of  the  farm  family  in 
planning  local  programs  of  extension  work,  and  to  obtaining  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  active  local  leadership  in  carrying  out  such  programs  to 
completion. 

Notwithstanding  the  tendency  throughout  the  country  toward 
economy  in  the  expenditure  of  public  funds,  the  number  of  workers 
engaged  in  every  line  of  extension  work  increased,  some  5,500  workers 
being  employed  in  the  work  as  a  whole,  the  total  funds  expended  for 
the  purpose  amounting  to  $17,181,750  from  Federal,  State,  and  local 
sources.  The  fact  that,  of  about  2,800  counties  in  the  United  States 
having  sufficient  agriculture  to  employ  a  county  extension  agent, 
2,124  now  employ  county  agricultural  agents,  indicates  how  well  es¬ 
tablished  their  work  has  become  as  a  recognized  agency  for  developing 
profitable  farm  production.  In  consequence,  extension  leaders  are 
concentrating  on  the  problem  of  extending  the  influence  of  the 
organization  and  its  personnel.  Methods  of  extension  teaching  are 
being  carefully  studied,  and  much  attention  is  being  given  to  the  train¬ 
ing  of  extension  agents  both  before  taking  up  the  work  and  during 
service.  Local  leadership  is  being  increasingly  developed,  and  the 
975  home  demonstration  agents,  alone,  developed  a  body  of  some 
25,000  capable  volunteer  leaders  to  carry  on  their  activities  in  1922. 
In  the  work  with  farm  boys  and  girls,  particularly,  extension  agents 
made  marked  progress.  During  1922  the  membership  increased  and 
the  percentage  of  those  who  completed  the  work  was  notably  large, 
some  358,000  reports,  meeting  all  requirements,  being  submitted  to 
extension  agents  by  club  members.  In  many  sections  also,  through 
concentrating  on  certain  limited  lines  of  work  in  every  locality  and 
through  increasing  the  size  of  the  demonstration  carried  on  by  the  boy 
or  the  girl,  club  work  had  a  marked  influence  in  obtaining  the  general 
adoption  of  improved  farm  and  home  practices  in  those  communities 
where  the  plan  was  adopted.  The  value  of  the  products  of  boys’  and 
girls’  club  work  was  reported  as  nearly  $9,000,000  in  1922. 

Appreciation  of  the  service  rendered  by  extension  agents  was  shown 
by  the  contribution  of  $5,739,214  by  local  communities  and  counties 
as  a  supplement  to  Federal  and  State  appropriations  for  the  work. 
Unquestionably,  cooperative  extension  work  in  1922  made  a  substan¬ 
tial  and  much  appreciated  contribution  to  profitable  farm  production 
and  the  improvement  of  farm-life  conditions.  Based  on  the  results 
of  1922  and  previous  years,  the  outlook  of  the  work  for  extended  use¬ 
fulness  in  practical  service  rendered  to  American  farm  families,  and 
through  them  to  American  citizenship  generall}T,  is  most  assuring.
